London, Sept. 9.— The jrovernments of the United States and 
Great Britain have l>ej?un a preliminary exchange of views re­ 


g a r d i n g the Chinese crisis, according to information from a re­ 
liable source. 
The possibility of concerted international action to prevent 
general civil war in China is being discussed. 
Prime Minister MacDonald soon will devote his personal at­ 
tention to the problem. 
Meanwhile political leaders are pointing 
out the extreme difficulty of intervention. 
A round table con­ 
ference of rival Chinese warlords is agreed possible. 
It ta pointed out that armed intervention would be politically hazard­ 
ous from the Anglo-Amerl* un viewpoint, because J a p a n ’s proximity and 
strength would give her a preponderance which tho other powers, especially 
the British and Americans, would ilnd it difficult to curb and control. 


MARTIAL LAW PROCLAIMED 
IN SHANGHAI FOREIGN QUARTER 


Shanghai, 
Sept. 
9.— Allied 
and 


American m ilitary com manders pro­ 


claimed m a rtial law in the foreign 


settlement of Shanghai today an des­ 
perate fighting between rtval C hin­ 
ese armies swept to within 
eight 
miles of the city. 
Two hun d red American marines, 
together w ith about 800 
Japanese, 
British and Italians landed from for­ 
eign war vessels lying otf th e Woo 
Bung forts. 
The Americans hastily took up po­ 
sitions nearest the fighting along the 
Woo Sung border of 
the 
foreign 
quarter. 
General Lu Yung Hsiang's forces 
were re.ported routed. 
They were 
being beaten 
back 
upon 
Shanghai 
and thousands of refugees were flee­ 
ing into th e city and seeking refuge 
In the foreign quarter guarded by 
international marines. 
The a tta c k in g forces of 
General 
Chi Hsieh Yuan stormed tile Woo 
Sung forts IO miles from Shanghai 
and later were reported to have push­ 
ed forward to within eight miles of 
the city. 
Reports of the progress of the b a t­ 
tle, which was resumed today, were 
conflicting because of the fact that 
many of th e m came from 
General 
L u ’s com manders who were nearest 
the city and relu ctant to admit de­ 
feat. 
In the foreign qu arter word that 
the attac k in g Chinese army had come 
into contact with defending marines 
wag expected momentarily. 
Admiral Grayson, U. S. NT., was in 
charge of the marines. 
His orders 
were to hold the land borders of tile 
foreign settlem ent and check Gener­ 
al's Chi’s forces if they atte m p t to 
advance further.

Growths of Mangroves 
Serve Good Purpose 


The trees known us “mangroves" 
form dense thickets along the sea­ 
coast in the tropics of the old world 
as well as of the new. They arc char­ 
a c te riz e d by tile production of many 
prop 
roots 
from 
the 
trunks 
and 
branches; these prop roots reach Into 
the mud and form practically Impene­ 
trable tangles. 
They thus serve to 
hold tile mud together and nre said 
to act as natural sea walls, protecting 
the soil against the Inroads of the sen. 
Tho bark of the tree Is sometimes 
taken for Its abundance of tanning 
m aterial; otherwise the several spe­ 
cies are of no economic Importance. 
In many of these species the roots 
hrancli repeatedly before reaching the 
mud,

of 
growing

down. 
The 
root 
divides 
into 
two 
branches, 
one 
of 
which 
soon 
dies 
away, while the other continues the 
growth. 
After extending for some 
distance this also divides Into two, 
one of the branches persisting, and 
so on. 
The Dutch botanist Van Leeuwen 
had an opportunity to study a man­ 
grove tungle near Samarang, in Java, 
and he discovered Hie cause of flu* pe­ 
culiar habit of root branching to he 
a small beetle. 
The female beetle 
lays her eggs near the tip of the root. 
The Injury causes a new root to sprout 
out Just above the tip and the old tip 
continues to grow.

Threshing in Crow 
Wing county 
is on in earnest, and reports of un­ 
usually fine yields in sm all grain is 
shown, according to E. G. Hot It, coun­ 
ty agent, who has furnished the fol 
lowing data on grains that have al­ 
ready boon threshed: 


C. F. Peterson, residing in Long 
Lake township, threshed one small 
field of oats that yielded 93 bushels 
to the acre. a; d another field of tho 
same grain that averaged 70 bushels 
per aero. 
Mr. Peterson has purchas­ 
ed a new 
th r a llin g rig and will 
thresh for many farm ers In h% local­ 
ity. 
John Ste tfehlt, also residing in 
Long Lake township, threshed 3,000 
bushels of oats from a flit) acre field, 
an average of 60 bushels per acre,

good for so large a field. 
Fred Lester, living near Huberr, 
threshed 47 bushels of wheat to the 
acre, and states t Ii a t ho will have 
ripe corn this fall, even though the 
season has been very backward foi 
this crop, and not many fields are 
expected to m ature 
While 
Mr. 
Roth 
has 
no 
exact 
figures on barley and rye outputs in 
the county, ho states that it is his 
understanding th at barley in a num­ 
ber of instances is averaging as high 
as 70 bushels per acre, and that rye 
is m a k i n g from 25 to 30 bushels per 
acre.

PICK IHE WINNER OF FIRPO-WILLS BOUT

New York, Sept. 9.—No heavyweight contest in years has caused the 
division of opinion among the experts that is found in the advance predictions 
on the outcome of the Luis Pirpo-ilarry Wills contest to be held Thursday 
night in Tex Rickard's Jersey City arena. 
When Jack Dempsey was preparing for his fight in Toledo against Jess 
Willard there were only a few brave hearts who were willing to argue against 
the theory that Willard had too much size for the smaller and younger chal­ 
lenger. 
Dempsey’s punching power was recognized and admitted by all. 
His 
fighting heart and his savage style of attack had been proved but he was 
looked upon as being too small. 
Difference in size and weight were also factors that had to be figured 
by the experts when they were forming an opinion before the Dempsey-Car- 
pentier figh.t 
Punching power and boxing skill were also of the most vital 
importance. 
Dempsey was picked almost unanimously as the winner because he was 
bigger and heavier, because he had a two-handed attack against the light 
hand weapon of the Frenchman and because he was figured as having just as 
much speed and boxing skill 
not as spectacular, but just as effective. 
Tom Gibbons, when he was training for his fight with Dempsey in Shelby 
was regarded so lightly by the leading experts that they tried to work out 
the puzzle of what round it would be and how soon Dempsey would win. 
Gibbons w asn’t regarded at all, and the experts bothered very little with 
any figures on his chances. 
Skill against brute strength was held up as the primary factor of tin 
Dempsey-Firpo fight. 
The critics didn’t give the green, awkward Firpo 
chance and, as was done at Shelby, the wise “birds” tried to pick the round 
and the punch. 
It was a short fight, of course, and some opinions were vin 
(Heated, but no one dared even think how many punches would be swapped 
how many knockdowns there would be and how much action would be crowd 
cd into less than a round and a half of battling. 
In practically every heavyweight light since Dempsey won the title there 
has been an overwhelming sentiment iii favor of one of the principals, but 
the speculation of the Firpo-WU Is tight finds almost as many guesses as there 
are guessers. 
Wills was installed as a slight favorite when the match was made. 
Rut 
the betting changed when it was learned that Firpo was training seriously 
and the South American became the favorite. 
Opinion has been changing 
so much, however, that it is possible they will be even-inoney choice when 
they go into the ring.
